Commissioner of Patents 

The reply filed on July 12, 2001 is not fully responsive (MPEP § 821.03). Applicant has 
substantially amended Claim 1 and presented new claims drawn to additional inventions. None of 
the claims read on the originally examined invention. The claims are not readable on the 
originally examined invention because the originally examined invention is drawn to a composition 
comprising a first sugar and a second sugar, whereas the claims now are drawn to compositions 
comprising at least six saccharides. Moreover, the newly claimed compositions do not necessarily 
consist of sugars selected from the second group of sugars originally examined. Thus, the search 
for the originally presented invention vs. the various distinct inventions instantly claimed is 
not co-extensive, particularly with regard to the literature search. Further, a reference which 
would anticipate the invention of the originally examined invention would not necessarily 
anticipate or even make obvious the distinct inventions instantly claimed. 

Since the above-mentioned amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to reply, applicant 
is given ONE MONTH or THIRTY DAYS, which ever is longer, from the mailing date of this notice 
within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
